COPENHAGEN, May 4.—The of-

LONDON, May  3.—Residents of 
the west end of London turned out in 
force today to welcome 11,000 over- 
seas troops, who marched through 
the main streets, and were reviewed 


by King George at Buckingham 
Palace, Canada, Australia, New Zea- 


land, South Africa and Newfoundland 
were represented among the troops. 
Every arm of the overseas armies was 
represented in the parade, while 
famous Canadian airmen flew over- 
head. 

General Currie, of the Canadian 
army, with his staff, including Prince 
Arthur of Connaught, headed the pro- 
cession, each unit was headed by 
commanding officers and their staffs. 
Thousands viewed the parade, and 
speciul facilities were provided for 
children. 


ROBERTS FOUND 
GUILTY AT PRINCE 
ALBERT OF MURDER 


Jury Reaches Verdict After De- 
liberation of Four and Half 
Hours 


PRINCE, ALBERT, Sask., May 4. 
—Alfred Roberts, a returned soldier, 
was found guilty Saturday evening of 
the murder of Sadie Mae Mulvihill 
last August, and sentenced to be hang- 
ed on August 6th next. The jury was 
out from 1 o'clock to 5.25 p.m, 

As the judge concluded the words of 
the sentence of death the prisoner 
called out “I will die innocent.” 

Roberts received his sentence with 
the stoic indifference which he has 
exhibited throughout the trial. His 
face never seemed to change once and 
he seemed to be fully composed. 

The case lasted since 10 o'clock last 
Monday and has proven one of the 
most engrossing murder trials ever 
heard in western Canada.

Rev. Capt. J. E. Hughson Gives Eloquent Address in City Sunday in 
Opening of Red Triangle Campaign—Urges 
Movement to Preserve Splendid Qualities in Veterans 


Germany forgot that she could not 
automatically put spirit into personal- 
ity. He commented on the personal 
touch with which the Y.M.C.A. organ- 
| ization had been able to influence the 
Heyer of the boys who passed through 
the camps, The work of the Y.M.C.A. 
| has been criticized, but only by either 
those who do not know or by those 
who went out at the beginning, before 
the Y.M.C.A. was properly organized. 

Capt. Hughson had formed his own 
opinion. He had seen their work in 
England, and even in the shelled “for- 
ward’ ‘areas in France, where they had 
always been right behind the man with 
the gun to serve hot coffee and min- 
ister to his personal comforts, and at 
the same time to use influence towards 
the higher ideal. 

The Y.M.C.A, wishes to continue its 
work along the same lines in Canada. 
The returning soldiers have a different 
outiook on life and the Y.M.C.A. feel 
that in order to. be of world service 
every Christian organization must join 
in fostering the spirit of justice and 
unselfishness which the great war has 
inculeated in the minds of all. 

This is the time for action. ‘The 
world at large has a bigger apprecia- 
tion of the blessings of Christian civil- 
ization than ever before. The men who 
sacrificed so much for this liberty will 
demand a new aepirit—a new democ- 
racy, on his return. Canada will al- 
ways give every man a chance ad the 
men who made good in France will 
make good here. ‘The coming days 
will see larger and bigger progress in 
everything. The church must come 
out of itself if it would share in the 
general uplift program of the world.

Unitarian Church Service on 
Sunday Morning 


At the First Unitarian church yes- 
|terday morning, Dr. Alexander, Pro- 
\fespor of History at the University of 
|Alberta, delivered an interesting ad- 
dress upon the subject “Making the 
Grade,” and basing his remarks upon 
the famous saying of St. Paul in the 
third chapter of Romans 28rd, verse, 
“We have all sinned and come short 
of the Glory of God." 

Dr. Alexander's congregation con- 
'wisted of the body of university stud- 
jente and in leading up ¢o his central 
thought that God ds the universe and 
his glory {s » hundred per cent per- 
fect life he drew upon his twenty 
yoars experience as a teacher to bring 
before the minds of his auditors the 
similarity of the period of life through 
which they are now passing to the 
greater life with ite many difficulties 
which Nes beyond the university. 

In conclusion Dr, Alexander said: 
“Then again—and@ this is good advice 
both for man’s examinations and 
God’s—do not fix your gaze on the 
examination material, but on the goal. 
It is Digger than the processes that 
bring you there; tt would be a pity 
not to see the forest for the trees. 
And only by cherishing the gdlden 
vision both in education and in life, 
shall we escape the soul-weariness 
that examinations bring, that golden 
vision the will to win which aakes 
jus free.” *

ed in rearing thirteen hardy birds. 

They stood the winter quite well, 
and are now doing fine, 

Herbert K. Jobe, the expert gatne 
propagator of the National Assoctia- 
tion of Audubon Societies of New 
York, claims to be the only man in 
‘America who has domesticated the 
Canvas backs, but Edmonton now 
has him checkniated, for Mr Wolfe 
|has successfully reared the birds and 
ikept them over winter. 
| They have now mated and it is ex- 
ipected they will begin to lay soon, 
although Mr. Jobe reports that they 
do not lay until at least two years 
jof age. 
| The ducks are fed very much the 
game as the domestic variety, and al- 
though quite shy, appear to take 
quite kindly to domestication. 
| These birds are a great source of 
jpleasure to the school children in the 
vinicity of Mr, Wolfe’s home, as 
many come to see them every day.

| Capitalizing Oanada | 
Peer ea Salt SEE Tw CCE ELD % 
The Manchester Guardian has 
conferred a benefit on Canada by 
its plain declaration of fact re- 
garding the spot-light group of 
professional Canadians now tak- 
ing such an important part in the 
affairs of Britain. It has been an 
ever deepening mystery to the 
people of Canada that so many 
men who never got a place in the 
public regard in Canada have been 
received as ‘‘wise-men from the 
West’’ by the leaders of Britain 
and by a large part of the British 
people. There are men of Canadian 
birth who have achieved honorable 
distinction in Britain—who be- 
cause of native ability and honest 
effort have ‘‘made good”’ in vari- 
ous lines of life under the strenu- 
ous conditions of the great world 
centre. These are not the men to 
whom the Guardian alludes. They 
do not trade on the fact that they 
are Canadians. But they are truly 
representative Canadians and Can- 
ada is proud of them. The Guar- 
dian’s allusion is to the group of 
financial-political highbinders who 
have pushed themselves or been 
pushed into a malodorous notor- 
iety, because of the new slant they 
were able to give to financial and 
political jugglery. Their promin- 
ence and success has given Can- 
ada a black eye with the British 
public, The Guardian is entitled to 
a vote of thanks for having ex- 
pressed, even in the moderate 
terms used, Canadian opinion of 
this group of professional Cana- 
dians. 

The allusion of the Guardian to 
the distribution of titles in Canada 
merely states tho chief objection 
to the distribution of titles in this 
country. More and more each year 
they are used as a bribe for politi- 
cal support rather than as a recog- 
nition of service rendered the pub- 
lic. If the result intended is achiev- 
ed, a condition of class distinction 
is gstablished. The only redeeming 
feature about this matter of Cana- 
dian titles as now handled, is that 
it has become so generally objec- 
tionable that it must fail in its pur- 
pose. 

The Guardian’s suggestion that 
Canada does not find the exchange 
of local titles for British distine- 
tions profitable is beside the mark, 
There is no exchange, Canada is 
a loser in reputation at both ends 
of the game. The partly redeeming 
features of the situation are that 
the class of distinguished Cana- 
dians in Britain to whom the Guar- 
dian alludes have conferred a 
benefit on Canada by removing 
their objectionable presence and 
pernicious activities from their na- 
tive land; while the more recent 
wholesaleing of titles in Canada 
has made the bearers of such 


‘*honors’’ ridiculous rather than 
distinguished. 
A Million-Dollar Snow Storm, 


The rain of Friday and the 
heavy snowfall of Friday night 
and Saturday means there will be 
ample moisture in the ground to 
give an early start to the wheat 
already sown. While there was 
sufficient moisture in the ground 
in the Edmonton district, in the 
more easterly country it was very 
dry, A large acreage of wheat has 
been sown especially in the sou- 
thern and eastern parts of the pro- 
vince where wheat is the most. im- 
portant crop. While it is a long 
time until harvest, and many 
things may occur in the meantime, 
it is encouraging when the wheat 
crop gets away to a start that is 
good as well as early. In this 
country of high altitude and the 
chinook wind the winter snow sel- 
dom leaves much moisture in the 
ground. A single spring snow 
storm will moisten the ground far 
more than all the snow of winter.

SEED GRAIN LOANS OF 1915,

SASKATCHEWAN AND THE

brought about gradually in a five year 
period.
